And becaule thou haſt cõmanded vs to pap one fo: another, wee doe not only 
make requeſt O Lo2d fox our ſelues, and foꝛ them thou haſt alrr adie called to the 
true vnderſtanding of thy heauenly will, but foz all people a nations of 5 woꝛld, 
who as they know by thy wonderfull woꝛzes that thou art God ouer all, ſo they
